with offense, and 
then leave the man to protect himself. 
or ns!gn him counsel 
If ho has none. 
Tho 
oor man Is at a great disadvan- 
tage, and the rich man, even It found 
innocent, 
Is left to pay the expenses of 
his own trial. 
The State 
ays 
to a 
man, "You ure assumed to be Innocent 
until

State, having charged h.m with crime, 
makes no effort to aid him In proving 
bis innocence, and practically

toutlmony 
was substantially tho same 
os Manlhero's. 
He stated that tho fact 
that they were being beaten 
drew the
